|\Australia Gets First of Isotopes 


to Other Nations

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 — The 
first ‘overseas shipment of Ameri- 
can radio-active isotopes, produced 
by means of atomic fission .of 
uranium, will leave the Oak Ridge 
(Tenn.) atomic energy plant to- 
night for Melbourne, Australia, it 
was announced by the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission today. 

In a telegram to the Interna- 
tional Cancer Research Congress 
at St. Louis yesterday President 
Trumsn announced that such iso- 
topes would be made available for

CLEARED OF FORGERY BECAUSE 
CHECK WAS DATED ON SUNDAY 


Alabama Blue Law Cited by State 
Supreme Court in Reversal 
of Conviction. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Sept. 5 
(INS)—Sunday blue laws today 
had the hearty support of Ralph 
Gooch of Florence, Ala., who re- 
ceived a two-year forgery sentence 
in 1946. 

Gooch’s sentence was set aside 
by an appeals court because the 
allegedly fraudulent check bring- 
ing about his arrest and trial was 
dated on Sunday. 

The action was based on a State 
Supreme Court opinion declaring 
that checks given on Sunday “un- 
less for one of the purposes per- 
mitted by law as set forth in the 


Sunday statute, would be void and 


not subject to forgery.”

VIOLENT DEATHS 
IN EAST SIDE AREA 
HIGHEST IN STATE 


A greater percentage of persons 
suffered violent deaths in the 
East St. Louis area last year than 
anywhere else in the state of Illi- 
nois, a report issued by the State 
Bureau of Vital Statistics at 
Springfield indicated today. 

In Madison and St. Clair coun- 
ties, one out of every 134 persons 
who died last year was murdered, 
one out of every 69 persons who 
died committed suicide, and one 
out of every 37 persons who died 
lost his life in an automobile acci- 
dent. 

Chicago was second on a per- 
centage basis in both murders and 
automobile deaths, the report 
showed, but fewer people killed 
themselves in Chicago than in any 
other area in the state. The Chi- 
cago percentages for homicides 
were one out of every 153 deaths 
and for suicides, one out of every 
104. 

For the second successive year 
heart diseases headed the list of 
causes of death throughout the 
state. Thirty-seven per cent of all 
the deaths in Chicago were at- 
tributed to heart’ ailments. In 
northern. Illinois heart trouble 
caused 35 per cent of the deaths, |* 
central Illinois and East St. Louis 
84 per cent and southern Illinois, 
31 per cent, 


WAHLGREN OFFERS 
HIS ‘SYMPATHY’ BUT 
NO BETTER WEATHER 


A warm weekend, with high tem- 
peratures tomorrow and Sunday 
of about 95, was predicted today 
by Weattherman Harry F. Wahl- 
gren who said he “sympathized” 
with St. Louisans trying to sleep 
in last night's heat. 

“A warm air mass brushed us 
last evening and fouled up our 
prediction: for cooler weather,” 
Wahigren said, “although I didn’t 
notice the heat so much myself. 
I sleep on a sleeping porch and 
there was a good breeze.” 

Last night’s temperatures crept 
slowly down from a hot 93 at 5 
o’clock to 87 at midnight. By 5 
a.m, today it had dropped only 
11 degrees to 81, records showed. 
The 24-hour low did not come in 
until 8:30 aa. today when the of- 
ficial thermometer registered 73. 

The heat predicted for the week- 
end probably will pass by late Sun- 
day afternoon .or early Sunday 
evening, Wahlgren said. “Ariy- 
way,” he added, “we don’t expect 
a prolonged hot spell, because

TRUMAN DECLARES U.N. 
MUST BE MADE TO SUCCEED 


Problems of Peace Can Be Solved ‘With 
Mutual Good Will and Forbearance,’ He 
Tells Brazilian Congress. 


(Truman Text on Page 2A.) | 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Sept. 5 (AP) 
—President Truman today pledged 
anew the full backing of the 
United States to the United Na- 
tions and expressed confidence the 
problems of peace can be solved 
“with mutual good will and for- 
bearance.” 

Speaking before a joint session 
of the Brazilian Congress in Tira- 
dentes palace, Truman also hailed 
as “splendid” the achievement of 
the recent Inter-American Con- 
ference in concluding a Western 
Hemisp eee pact. 

Brazil the United States, he 
said, must continue té6 co-operate 
with other countries of the hemi- 
sphere “in the development of a 
strong and concerted force for the 
good of mankind.” 


The President noted that. the| =; 


two nations have been “spared 
the wanton destruction and dislo- 
cation” of war. He said he is 
certain they “will be faithful to a 
great trust on which depend the 
lives and liberty of so many mil- 
lions of disillusioned and discour- 
aged people.” 

The address was Truman’s sec- 
ond on Brazilian soil this week. 
In his first, he told the Inter- 


American Conference Tuesday 


that the United States is deter- 
mined to remain strong and ful- 
fill its obligations to the U.N. He 
also expressed belief then that 
postwar disputes can be settled 
without armed conflict. 

Contiauing on that theme in his 
address to the Brazilian Congress, 
Truman termed the defense agree- 

ment as an illustration to ,.the 
world that “right-thinking fen 
can submerge their individual 
prejudices” for the benefit of the 
world. 

Saying the “problems of peace 
still lie ahead of us” and “are, 
more difficult than we could have 
anticfpated,” he asserted that the 
United States was determined that 
the United Nations must be made 
to succeed despite the difficulties 
that have.so far beset its develop- 


t. ‘ 
“The United Nations is not a 
temporary expedient,” he said. “It 
is a permanent partnership—a 
Partnership among the peoples of 
the world for their common peace 
and common well-being. 


“The difficulties that we havel; 


encountered in this early phase 
in the life of the United Nations 
have not discouraged us. On the 
contrary, they have increased our

Heavy Buying in East 
Reported — Chickens, 
Tomatoes, Eggs Higher 
at Wholesale. 


The retail price of top grade 
butter rose a cent a pound today 
to 90 cents and indications were 
that it would go to 93 cents to- 


morrow because of a 3-cent rise in 
the price wholesale receivers in 
St. Louis paid today. 

The base price, based largely 
upon the Chicago market, rose 
from 78 and 79 cents to 81 and 82 
cents, and a spokesman for a St. 
Louis dairy said he expected most 
dealers would increase their re- 
tail price tomorrow. Heavy buy- 
ing in the east, where a shortage 
is said to exist, was given as the 
reason for the rise. 

At National Stock Yards on the 
East Side, hogs brought a top of 
$28.75 a hundredweight, the high- 
est price paid since last July 30. 
Today’s price was a 50-cent rise 
over yesterday’s, but short of the 
record of $30 established when 
controls were lifted late last year. 
A year ago today, under ceilings, 
hogs sold at $16.20 a hundred- 
weight. 

With retail meat prices more 
than double the old Office of 
Price Administration ceilings, in- 
creased demand has caused a rise 
in the wholesale market for 
chickens. Fryers and broilers 
from nearby Missouri and Illinois 
rose today a cent a pound, and 
ranged from 34 to 37 cents whole- 
sale, 

A meat dealer explained the 
present price level of meat in 
terms of higher operating costs to 
the farmer, including equipment, 
labor and corn for feed. “Septem- 
ber corn sold in Chicago Wednes- 
day at a record high of $2.50 a 
bushel,” he said, “and besides, 
we're exporting a lot of meat.”

OWPPRAISE “RIO PACT 


‘Sunlight in Dark World,’ 
Says Senator — Most 
‘Encouraging Action 
Since War to Secretary.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 — “So 
shines a good deed in a naughty 
world.” Variations on the Shakes- 
perian motive were sounded in 
broadcast rejoicings last night by 


Secretary of State George C. 
Marsha)i and Arthur H. Vanden- 
berg, president pro tempore of 
the United States Senate. It was 
their first public account of the 
inter-American defense conference 
at Petropolis, Brazil, Aug. 15- 
Sept. 2. 

For Secretary Marshall it was 
“the most encouraging, the most 
stimulating international action 
since the close of hostilities.” He 
expressed pleasure in the oppor- 
tunity “to report on constructive 
international development in a 
world sadly in need of such en- 
couragement.” 

“This is sunlight in a dark 
world,” exclaimed Senator Van- 
denberg In his view the confer- 
ence achieved a “spiritual unity 
which thus makes common cause 
in answer to the dearest prayers 
of mankind.” He continued that 
the “agreement signed in Rio de 
Janeiro is “encouraging and happy 
news in a cloudy, war-weary 
world which is groping, amid 
constant and multiple alarms,*to- 
ward the hopes by which men 
live. It is good for us. It is 
good for all our neighbors. It is 
good for the world.” 

Both speakers stressed once 
more their belief that the nego- 
tiations in Brazil set a valuable 
pattern for the United Nations— 
an example, in Marshall’s words 
“of which it is in great need at 


the present time.” The confer-

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Climbing Rats Invading City, 
But Our Own Rats Will Get Em 


Visiting rats which found their 
way into the city by stowing away 
in railroad cars are finding the St. 
Louis variety of rats too tough for 

them. 

Chief John L. Sadowski of the 
Health Division’s rat control sec- 
tion, who found nine black roof 
rats, or climbing rats, in the city 
recently, said that he has to keep 
the visitors separated from brown 
rats, common to St. Louis. 

Sadowski, who trapped the roof 
rats, brought some of them to the 
Health Division offices to deter- 
mine whether they were disease 
carriers. When placed in the same 
cage with the common brown rats, 
they were “bumped off” by the 
latter, 

The roof rat is common along 
the Southern coast and apparently 


came into St. Louis in railroad 
.

cars, Sadowski said. Those found 
here were in structures along rail- 
road sidings. They are smaller 
than the ordinary brown rat but 
have longer tails and ears. They 
are able to climb any rough sur- 
face, such as brick walls and 
trees. Some have been known to 
climb 15 stories high, Sadowski 
said. 

The advent of the visitors will 
not require any immediate change 
in the city’s rat control ordinance, 
which is directed against ground 
rats only, Sadowski said. 

“Our brown rats will be able to 
control the black rats until such 
time as we have the brown rats 
under control,” he commented.

5—The United 
States’s busy envoys have har- 
nessed Greece's republicans and 
royalists in double. yoke: and to- 
day are standing. back to see 
whether the new team can pull 
this country out of its mess. 

Gentle but firm American pres~ 


hand his premiership to 80-year- 
old Themistocles Sophoulis, chief 
of the republicans’ Liberal party. 

Sophoulis has openly’ insisted 
on taking responsibility only if 
given a free hand to’ grant gen- 
eral amnesty to guerrillas and 
‘thus try to relieve  Giteets civil 
war. Both leade 


. The working harness achieved 
by the Americans provides that™ 
Sophoulis and his republicans 
shall implement their policy of 
mercy toward the guerrillas. They 
are to do so taking over the 
Ministry of Public Security, held 
until now by anti-Communist 
former guerrilla leader, Gen. Na- 
poleon Zervas, and.also the Min- 
istry of Justice. 

Thus, the machinery for “sort~ 
ing innocent sheep from Commun- 
ist goats,” as Sophoulis expresses 
it, comes into more moderate 
hands. At the same time, in re- 
turn for stepping down, the Tsal- 
daris royalists get the Ministry of 
War and Tsaldaris himself the 
deputy premiership. Thus, it is as- 
sured that the anti-guerrilla came ; 
paign can be pushed relentlessly ‘ 
against rebels who ignore the 
amnesty, 

Achieved subtly and with mink , 
mum direct interference, this ' 
new design in Greece represents, 
also, a quiet revolution in Ameri- 
can foreign policy. Hitherto, the 
Americans, extending $300,000,000 
in military and other aid to Greece 
under the Truman plan; have 
neither imposed limitations on 
rightist royalists nor done much 
toward exploring the avenue of 
guaranteed amnesty. With this 
important switch, even if it fails 
to work, Americans give them- 
selves a ance to win over the 
republican leftists and centrists as 
well as rightists,

Greece’ has 15,000 political pris- 
oners on its islands and about | 
6000 soldiers under discipline. Even | 
though their conditions are re 
markably comfortable and they 
are now well-fed, these prisoners 
are a moral liability to the Ameri- 
can program, 

Under the new arrangement, 
Gen. Zervas, who sharpened the 
internal crisis with blanket arrests 
and deportations, quietly goes 
overboard. At the same time, the 
Americans disarm the Communists , 
of their ancient and unfortu- 
nately well-founded argument that ' 
Americans are willing to wink at : 
any rightist excesses in order to 
secure Greece against invasion 
from the north, 

In selling this policy to the roy~ 
alist Tsaldaris, who as majority 
party leader had the most to lose, 
Henderson and MacVeagh used 
financial pressure as little as pos- 
sible.

BIKINI STILL ‘HOT,’ 
BUT IS HABITABLE, 
SCIENTISTS REPORT 


SOUTH BEND, Ind., Sept. 5 (UP) 
—Two chemistry professors at the 
University of Notre Dame said to- 
day they believed human beings 
could now live on Bikini atoll 
without danger from radioactivity. 

Dr. William -H. Hamill and Dr. 
Russell R. Williams Jr. returned | 
yesterday after serving as special 
Navy consultants in studies con- 
ducted at Bikini, site of the 1946 
atomic bomb tests, to determine 
conditions on the atoll one year 
after the explosions. 

Both agreed that much radio- 
activity remained at Bikini, but 
they said it was so distributed that 
human beings might be able to 
live as long as a year without suf- 
fering ill effects. 

They said a person living there 
today could eat fish and coconuts 
containing radioactivity, provided 
he ate moderately. 

The expedition of 60 civilian sci- 
entists and 20 technical personnel 
spent five weeks on the atoll. 

They said underwater television 
was used for the first time in 
studying radioactivity aboard ships 
sunk in the lagoon by the bomb 


tests.

Following is the text of the address broadcast from Washing- 
ton last night by Secretary of State Marshall on the inter-

RETURNED yesterday from the Inter-American Conference at 
Rio de Janeiro. There, in one day less than two weeks, 19 sov- 
ereign nations, speaking four different languages, reached formal 


agreement on the precise terms of the treaty for complete co-opera- 
tion in the mutual defense:of each other and of the Western Hemi- 
sphere. These terms committed the nations to act collectively for 
the peace and security of the Néw World and to do this in accordance 
with the provisions of the charter of the United Nations. 


I do not think it is an overstate- 
ment to say that this demonstra- 
tion of trust and co-operation, this 
evidence of a willingness to adjust 
the many. varied national points 
of view in order to make possible 
a unanimous agreement for the 
good of all is the most encourag- 
ing, most stimulating international 
action since the close of hostilities. 

The results of the conference 
demonstrate I think beyond doubt 
that where nations are sincerely 
desirous of promoting the peace 
and well-being of the world it can 
be done and it can be done with- 
out frustrating delays and without 
much of confusing and disturb- 
ing propaganda that has attended 
our efforts of the past two years.

Once the cancer is 
started, he said,.the same chem- 
icals sometimes showed ability to 
slow down the cancerous growth, 
and diet could affect this ability. 

There was little, if any, slowing 
of tht growth when the rat diet 
had 25 per cent protein content, 
and the chemical treatment also 
was being given, he related, but 
when the protein content was cut 
to 5 per cent, the’rats showed a 
“remarkable - slowing” of cancer 
growth. However, in other rats, 
which did not receive the chem- 
ical, there was no change in the 
growth, regardless of the protein 
proportion of the diet. 

Apparently, he suggested, the 
chemical somehow interferes with 
the buildup of proteins within the 
rat’s body, the point being that 
cancer cells, growing rapidly, re- 
quire more protein than normal 
cells. A more effective slowdown 
combination of diet and chemical 
is being sought, also an explana- 
tion of how the chemicalg may in- 


terfere with manufacture of pro- 
teins within the body.

GANDHI THREATENS 
‘FAST UNTO DEATH?’ 


CALCUTTA, Sept. 5 (AP)—Mo- 

handas K, Gandhi has warned 
the warring communal factions in 
India and Pakistan that his next 
fast will “be unto death.” 

He ended last night a 73-hour 
fast started in protest against an 
outburst of oslem-Hindu  vio- 
lence in Calcutta, 

Gandhi, who is regarded virtu- 
ally as a saint by Hindus, broke 
his fast with a glass of sweet 
lime juice after a long conference 
with Chakravarthi Rajagopala- 
chari, governor general, and P. C. 
y-| Ghosh, premier of West Bengal; 
J. A. Kripalani, Congress party 
president, and He 8S: Suhrawardy, 
former Moslem premier of Ben- 
gal, with whom Gandhi is living 
as*a demonstration of Moslem- 
Hindu amity. 

“The Mahatma has btoken his 
fast under strict conditions,” Suh- 
rawardy announced after the con- 
ference, “He has held important 
leaders in Calcutta responsible 
for peace in their areas.” 

The communal leader respon- 
sible for the next “untoward” in- 
cident, Gandhi declared, “must be 
the first to jump into the fire.” 
The men who conferred with 
Gandhi informed him, they said, 
that it was their “honest convic- 
tion” that Monday's outbursts in 
Calcutta were not of a communal 
nature but “the mischief of cer- 
tain interested hoodlums and out- 
siders.” 

Officials said Calcutta had been 
quiet since Wednesday night. 
cone were scattered outbursts of 
olence yesterday in Bombay, 
New Delhi and Karachi, ze 
In the bloody Punjab, tales of 
almost unbelievable butchery were 
reported and officials of both 
India and Pakistan, fearful of 
worse to come, undertook joint 
action to restore, order in the rich, 
divided province where virtual 
anarchy reigns. 
The awful stories of bloodshed, 
butchery and arson which have 
tome from the Punjab have been 
blamed by officials for the re- 
newed outbursts this week in 
other regions of India and Pak- 
istan. 
Gandhi’s plans to go to the Pun- 
jab were postponed because of the 
Calcutta. outburst and his fast, 
with Gandhi commenting: 
“An urgent summons has called 
me to Punjab, But since the Cal- 
cutta bubble seems bugst, with 
what face can I go to Punjab?” 
After the fast ended, his per 
sonal physician, Dr. D. K. Mehta, 
said “Ga~dhi desired to start his 
journey to Punjab this morning 
but has been persuaded to tarry 
until there is an improvement in 
his health.” 
This morning, the doctor said, 
Gandhi had some orange juice and 
vegetable soup and although he 
was “feeling weak and rundown” 
there were no complications from 
the fast. Dr. Mehta said Gandhi 
would be required to avoid strain 
for two more days. 
8. Chatterjee, a public relations 
officer for Gandhi, disclosed that 
among the messages received dur- 
ing the course of the fast was 
one from king George VI, who 
“expressed prayers of success for 
Gandhi’s mission and inquired 
for his health.” 
Within half an hour after the 
fast ended . bout a dozen of the 
alleged “hoodlums” from both 
Hindu and Moslem comnfunities 
approached Gandhi with large 
bundles which they placed near 
his feet and ‘begged his pardon 
for past sins. They swore to lead 
a good life in the future.

The gun, he 
said, “bears marks of frequent 
use and surely killed many inno- 
cents in communal riots.”

“We drove the partisans back 
into Bulgaria,” said the officer. 

It was not possible for me, under 
stringent Soviet visa regulations, 
to recross into Bulgaria and hear 
the Bulgarian version of these par- 
ticular incidents. However, few 
Bulgarians ‘outside official life 
deny that the Greek partisans are 
being “helped.” 

Greek officials said that this 
help was mainly the simple pro- 
tection of the border, “Bulgarian 
villages are so poor,” said one, 
“that raiding partisans confiscate 
Greek food to sell to their ‘allies’ 
when they go back.” 

The Greek constabulary officer 
here charged that these partisans 
were former collaborationists who 
had helped the Germans.

Pleading for more American 
arms, he said: “Hither one Amer- 
isan soldier every five miles along 
this border, or rifles for 20 Greeks.

N its special Labor day issue,

The “Greatest Sufferers.” 

Here you may require a little 
interpretation. By “those coun- 
tries which suffered most from 
the Germa and Japanese inva- 
sions,” the writers of the editorial 
do not, as you might imagine, 
mean Holland, Belgium, France, 
Norway or Greece.

In Paris, the program for co- 
operative reconstruction of west- 
ern Europe is actually nearing 
completion.

The fact is, however, that explosion after ex- 
plosion could occur following analysis of air and 
coal dust as unsafe at Urbana. If the air is 
found to unsafe, the time lag between the 

closing of the mine would be 
for disasters such as those 
t Centralia and West Frankfort. 

If further testing facilities are needed, they 
should be in form of traveling laboratories (such 
as Illinois has for crime tests). The place to 
do the testing is in the mine, not a couple of 
hundred miles away. The time to close the 
mine is when the hazard is discovered in the 
mine, not after tragedy has struck. Enforce- 
ment of mine safety is what is needed in IIli- 
nois, and Director Walker should know it from 
the explosions which have occurred since he 
took over from “Dear Bob” Medill. 
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No Sale 

Why are women’s clothing sales dropping off? 
The National Retail Dry Goods Association says 
it is not because of the radical style changes, but 
because of high prices, and we are still trying to 
split the difference. The difference seems to be 
whether a woman would rather be gouged on 
new styles which she can’t afford, or doesn’t 
need, or both. Sales resistance can be measured 
accordingly. Either a woman is discouraged, or 
irritated, or ready to come out fighting at the 
drop of a hemline. 
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Brewster-Ferguson and Ploeser 

With one thing and another, Representative 
Ploeser’s war on co-operatives promises, though 
less dramatically, a fiasco like the one of Sena- 
tors Brewster and Ferguson in the Howard 
Hughes affair. 

On the one side, Missouri politicians are 
washing their hands of it. Farmers, “the back- 
bone of the Republican party in Missouri,” want 
co-ops, and that’s good enough for him, says 
G.O.P, Chairman Grover W. Dalton. Speaker 
Murray E. Thompson, a rumored candidate for 
Governor, adds: “We Missouri Republicans re- 
sent the implication that there’s anything wrong 
with Missouri co-operatives.” 

On the other side, the consumer co-op at 
Greenbelt, Md., is out-debating the Ploeser 
committee at every point. The committee com- 
plained the co-op paid less taxes than an ordi- 
nary corporation. The co-op retorted that Macy’s 
store also makes tax-free patronage refunds. It 
scored even more devastatingly by pointing out 
that mutual insurance companies are not taxed 
on dividends paid to policyholders. The com- 
mittee worried because co-op members some- 
times take their refunds in stock instead of cash. 
However, policyholders often have an option to 


take dividends in additional insurance, which 


has the same effect. 

This raises an entertaining question. Now 
that many Republicans are renouncing his cru- 
sade, now that the Greenbelt victim is making 
him look foolish, will Mr. Ploeser declare war on 
Metropolitan, New York Life, Mutual of New 
York, Equitahle and the other colossal insure 
ance co-operatives? 


‘THIS ROCKET AGE 


Before It Is Too Late 


If the unification of Europe seems a fantasy, the alternatives are 


dangerous, writer says; warns against Sovietized continent or Fas- 
cism; urges America to lead a salvage operation at once; says peace- 


ful unity should be won with our aid but not with our domination, 


George S. Pettee in Human Events 


On March 21 a resolution was introduced 
in the Senate and in the House of Repre- 
sentatives “that the Congress favors the 
creation of a United States of Europe, with- 
in the framework of the United Nations.” 


This resolution must mark one of the few 
occasions in history when there has been 
any move by one power to give its blessings 
to the unification of a number of others. 


The unification of Europe is referred to 
by some as a fantasy. Let it be said that 
there is this much truth in such a state- 
ment—it is not pos- 
sible to predict the 
unification of Eu- 
rope. But the al- 
ternatives can be 
divided into four. 

One of these 
would be a Soviet- 
ized Europe. This 
would unify Eu- 
rope, but would not 
avoid catastrophe 
unless there were 
great and rapid 

in both So- 
viet and American 
ways of thinking. 

The second would Arnold J. Toynbee 
be Europe conquered by America in the 
course of a third war. This would have all 
the disadvantages pointed out by Toynbee, 
and is parallel to the Roman solution of 
the Hellenic problem. 

The third possibility would be Pan-Euro- 
pean Fascism, based on frustration and re- 
sentment of the imposition upon Europe by 
the United States and Russia of paralysis, 
simply to facilitate the relations of the 
United States and Russia, 


Not.a U. S. Satellite 


The fourth possibility is the peaceful uni- 
fication of Europe, under American sym- 
pathy and with American underwriting, but 
in such a fashion that Europe could be her- 
self, and become herself, and not an Ameri- 
can satellite. 

It may be beyond the capacity of Ameri- 
can policy and of our conduct of policy to 
execute any such operation in a manner 
that would not provoke Russia to war. It 
may well be a fantasy. .The limitations on 
the possibilities and alternatives remain 
both real and terrifying. 


Three things should be made clear. First, 
while the atom-bomb has made the problem 
of world order on a universal basis highly 
urgent, Europe nevertheless is a special 
area requiring special treatment. 


The common economic life of Europe is 
far more intense than the common eco- 
nomie life of the world. The nation-state 
system is far more cramping for Europe 
than it is for such areas as the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 


The tensions generated by an accelerat- 
ing technology- and a “horse and buggy” 
state system have made Europe, like a ship 
full of unstable nitrate, the fulminating 
point of all the serious modern wars. Eco- 
nomic life will remain a more important 
basis of political needs than atomic securi- 
ty. ‘ 

Second in importance is the time factor. 
It might be that the progress of thought as 
younger men rise to leadership without the 
deep-set beliefs of their elders, would be 


\ 


sufficient to attain an objective in, let us 


say, 30 years. But if the force of accumu- 
lating contradictions would produce a new 
explosion in 20 years, a 30-year remedy is 
just too slow. 


There is a logistics of culture change, a 
concrete relation between time ahd dis- 
tance and rate. If we place fatuous confi- 
dence in next year’s remedies for next 
month’s dangers, we will deserve the con- 
sequence. 


Toynbee 30 years ago warned, “.... All 
the concrete problems are lying remorse- 
lessly in wait, and if we do not direct our 
theories and abstractions to their solution 
we had better not have theorized or ab- 
etracted at all.” 


Quick and Systematic 


The third point is that the United States 
must support the unification of Europe. 
This does not mean that the United States 
either should or could impose such unifica- 
tion in‘a paternalistic manner, 


None the less it is true that Europe could 
hardly take the initiative without a green 
light from us. If neither Russia nor the 
United States was an advocate of a free 
European solution of the European prob- 
lem, no European politician could profit- 
ably touch the project. 


It may be difficult, in any case, to per- 
suade Russia that such a European solu- 
tion with America’s blessing would not be 
intended as a foundation for an anti-Soviet 
bloc. However, it is indisputable that a 
unified Europe, underwritten by America, 
would have a far greater chance to avoid 
a satellite position than a unified Europe 
underwritten by the Soviets. 


If the salvage operation is to succeed, 
it must be vigorous and gwift. If it is not 
to be wasteful the thought behind it must 
be thoroughly systematic. 


It is already recognized that all of non- 
Soviet Europe must be salvaged together, 
not piecemeal. Insofar as this effort fails, 
the disappointments already produced by 
the withering of utopian hopes will seem 
insignificant in comparison With disappoint- 
ments yet to come.

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' Between Book Ends 


Bumper Crop of Corn 
TOKYO ROMANCE, Py Earnest Hoberecht. (Didier, 
Publishers, New York. . 


This slight, trite and corny novel has an 
importance out of all proportiqn to its lit- 
erary worth. It was written hastily in 
English, to be translated into Japanese, for 
mass consumption by a highly literate na- 
tion whose insatiable appetite for informa- 
tion about the United States was only. 
ulated by defeat. The book, chiefly notable 
for clinical description of restrained kiss- 
ing, became a publishing marvel in a land 
where the Western style embrace is un- 
familiar. Nearly a half-million copies have 
been sold in Japan. 

The author, Tokyo correspondent for an 
American news service, has blossomed out 
as the idol of Nipponese fan clubs; he is 
reported to be unable to keep up with the 
Japanese demand for his songs and his ar- 
ticles of advice on everything frdm politics 
to haw to get along with your wife. For 
bettef or for worse, as Japan goes Western, 
the masses apparently will go Western the 
Hoberecht way. 
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The story, which has no sub-plot or other 
kind of complication, concerns an Ameri- 
can newspaper correspondent in love with 
a Japanese actress, Tamiko, whose employ- 
er has a rigorous non-fraternization rule. 
The correspondent is jailed for a murder 
he did not com iit but of which he cannot 
clear himself promptly. Although he was 
with Tamiko at the time of the crime, if 
he uses his alibi the actress wijl be denied 
the role she covets in the “biggest” produc- 
tion in her land’s history. Simple as is the 
plot, it has a severe weakness: the corre- 
spondent came to Tamiko’s house by train 
and could have established an alibi through 
railroad employes. 

Tamiko, however, sacrifices her career 
and exonerates her lover. Of course, she 
gets her man and the role, too. In this 
case the author doesn’t need to fulfill the 
elementary requirement of having the char- 
acters produce the events. He solves his 
difficulty by a God-out-of-the-box device, an 
unexpected, unmotivated development: The 
flinty-hearted, hitherto-adamant film com- 
pany suddenly relents on the last page and 
awards the part to Tamiko for her “demo- 
cratic attitude.” 

* - * 

All the characters are pasteboard crea- 
tions. Immediately recognizable types are 
the murderous Nazi spy and the shallow 
American girl who is drunk with populari- 
ty among white men in the Orient because 
she has no competition. No apparent at- 
tempt has been made to give the characters 
dialogue of any significance in relation to 
themselves or the plot. Instead, in the most 
incongruous places, there are exhortations 
to the Japanese to be more democratic. 

Publication of this English version of 
what has become a best seller in Japan 
should stir American publishers to supply 
a vast market with reading matter su- 
perior to Mr. Hoberecht’s book. It shouldn't 
be difficult to do so.

offering the miners more food for 
each extra ton. The’miners them- 
selves have just swept away one 
obstacla, by resoundingly voting 
down production slowdown 
schemes. 

Place for Pressure. 

A major obstacle still remains, 
in the form of the obstinate oppo- 
sition of the other British trades 
union leaders to any extras heing 
offered to the miners. The British 
Government wishes to overcome 
this obstacle also. The correct 
pressure, tactfully applied from 
Washington, would give just the 
needed extra political impetus to 
the Cabinet. And the British zen- 
erai public would welcome the re- 
sult. 

This kind of quiet American ma- 
neuver is equally needed to re- 
open the blocked inland water 
transport routes from the Ruhr, 
and for innumerable other pur-| 
poses. 

Equally, the American agency 
administering the Marshall plan 
should have'‘freedom to negotiate 
in many other fields. Some na- 
tions will need cash grants, as 
ioans that cannot be repaid are 
the most trouble-making form of 
self-delusion. From others it is 
possible to secure long-term con- 
tragts for delivery of raw mate 
rials for American strategic stock- 
piling. And from still others, via- 
ble loan agreements may be ob- > 
tained. None of this can be writ-@ 
ten into a law, 

When the Marshall plan is pre- 
sented to Congress, however, the 
congressional impulse will be to 
write into the law every kind of 
crippling restriction, specification 
and limitation. How is this nat- 
ural congressional impulse to be 
iurned to good account? 

Congressional Control 

The answer being bruited about 
in Washington is an entirely novel 
constitutional expedient. If this 
answer is finally adopted by Presi- 
dent Truman and Secretary Mar- 
shall, the American agency admin- 


an independent Government cor- 
poration. 

The corporation will be clothed 
with the broadest powers, and 
headed by a single executive. Thus 
freedom of maneuver and decisive- 
ness ir. negotiation will be assured. 

But, like any corporation,, the 
Marshall plan agency will also 
nave its board of directors. And 
on this board, with full over-all 
powers, half of the members will 
be Senators and Representatives 
appointed by the. President pro 
tem o% the Sendte hand the Speak- 
er of the House. 

Thus congressional control, 
through thoroughly informed dele- 
gates of the Congress, will be as- 
sured. The idea seems excellent 
if only the White House can be 
persuaded to swallow its sense ol 
prerogative.

AST night we drove over to 

Wiltwyck School to see the

“ASE 0-223: A few years ago when Sinclair Lewis was at 
Northwestern, he took several verbal pokes at college 
professors, intimating that many of them are dead in both 

directions from the collar bang, From my previous criticisms 
of American colleges, you will 
realize that I didn’t entirely dis- 
agree with his caustic indictment. 
But I did take issue with him 
when he attacked what he termed 
the current inspirational psychol- 
Ogy that teaches people. to act 
like big shots, and they’ll be more 
likely to become such. Mr. Lewis 
geems to think we should not try 
to be different from® our actual 
feelings of the moment. Being a 
typical literary introvert, he prob- 
ably hag the latter’s great dislike 
for extrovertive tactics. But he 
seems to think alf acting must indicate insincerity and four- 
flushing. That’s not the case! For example, here is a young 
mother with her two children. She is reading them bedtime 
stories. They hear a creaking of the stairs, and become 
frightened. Her own heart begins pounding, too. Shall she 
act as alarmed ds she feels, as Sinclair Lewis advocates? Or 
shall she put up a bold front in order to allay the fears of her 
youngsters? You know what most good mothers will do. 
They'll act brave, despite their inward quaking. 
oR oR 

FOR COURAGE IS a matter of habit. If we act the part 
long enough, then we'll really be brave, I have previously 
told you that the coward is afraid and simply acts the way he 
feels, whereas the brave man is afraid of being afraid, so he 
puts up a front. A timid salesman or a frightened schoolgirl 
will quake in front of an audience. But they should put up a 
front. Take a big breath and go on, regardless. If they acted 
as they really felt, they’d flee from the crisis. By suffering 
the agonies of stage fright, but by resolutely sticking to their 
job, they ultimately pull through. They acted one way and 
felt another, but wasn’t this acting a wise thing?
